Statue Will Be Erected 


on Lake Front; Will 
Rename 12th St. 


To the memory of Theodore Roose- 
velt: | 

A monument in the heart of Chicago 
and the Roosevelt road, a great high- 
way winding through the Illinois sec- 
tions, whose historic association with 


the development of the republic, has ; 


won for them the title, Cradle of Amer- 
fcanism. 

This is a digest of the final decision 
of the plan and other committees of the 
Roosevelt Memorial association, made 
after more than two months’ study of 
various projects. 

It was announced yesterday by John 

Wilder, chairman of the plan com- 
mittee. It has been unanimously In- 
dorsed by the board of directors of the 
association and also the ways and 
means committee. 


Mr. Wilder’s Report. 

Mr. Wilder submitted it in the form 
of a resolution at a meeting held at the 
Union league club, Friday. It reads: 

“Be it resolved, That a monument 
and portrait statue of Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt shall be erected on Twelfth 
street, in front of or adjacent to the 
Field museum, the site to be selected 
by’ the south park board. 

“ That efforts be put forth to change 
the name of Twelfth street to I-.cose- 
velt road, to the city limits; that from 
the city limits to Wheaton, Aurora, 
Ottawa, Starved Rock, Peoria, to St. 
Louis, negotiations be had with the 


- proper authorities in the state to con- 


tinue Roosevelt road through the above 
mentioned cities.” 

Mr. Wilder said that the plan com- 
mittee had studied carefully all sugges- 
ticns made by interested people and 


tion to investigate proposals. 


: Will Raise $250,000. 

“In choosing this form of memorial,” 
he said, “through a thoroughfare of 
Chicago which is today teeming with 
the young life of the foreign born citi- 
zen, commemorating by the monument 
and statue in front of a great natural 
histery museum, the association is link- 
ing up the memory of one of our great- 
est national characters with life’s 
keenest interest—to wit: natural his- 
tery and mankind.” 

Mr. Wlilder pointed out that the ways 
and means committee will.conduct the 
campaign for funds. A minimum of 
$250,000 is required, but if a larger sum 
is raised the committee will add addi- 
tiona] features. 

The Roosevelt Memorial association 
was created last Feb. 7, and comprises 
eome of the city’s best known citizens.

GOVERNOR O.K?S 
NEW YORK BILL 
FOR SUNDAY BALL 


Albany, N. Y., April 19.—Gov. Smith 
today signed the bills legalizing. Sun- 
day baseball and moving pictures in 


this state. Both measures take effect 
immediately. 

Under the bills baseball games may 
be played and moving pictures exhib- 
ited on Sundays providing consent is 
given by the local governing body. 
The bills were fought by the Lord’s 
Day alliance and other religious or- 
ganizations, but were supported by the 
State federation of labor and numerous 
business and political bodies. 

The governor also pointed out that 
the baseball bill removes the present 
legal prohibition against fishing on 
Sunday. 

In announcing his approval of the 
Sunday baseball bill, Gov. Smith’s 
statement read: | 

“ After a thorough consideration of 
the matter, I am of the firm opinion 
that those members of a community 
who oppose all recreation on Sunday, 
or at least recreation permitted by 
this amendatory bill, have no right, 
in law or in morals, where they con- 
stitute a minority of a community, to 
impose their views upon the majority, 
who disagree with them, and-to »ro- 
hibit the latter from exercising rights 
and privileges to which they deem 
themselves to be entitled, the exeréise 
of which in nowise interfere with the 
orderly and proper observance of the 
day of rest by those desiring to re- 
frain from attending amusements.”

THE SEASON OF BOILED EGGS. 

‘T is always possible to accommo- 

date eggs to the mode. For in- 

stance there are many things la- 

beled “liberty” this year. It is 
as easy as possible to get the super- 
fielal attribute of liberty, or the red 
color, in our egg dishes. 

No way of cooking eggs “en co- 
cotte” is prettier or more palatable 
than with chopped pimento and 
cream. The dish recommended for to- 
day’s supper has a liberty sauce as 
one of the dressings, rfade of tomatoes. 
This mixture of white and tomato 
sauce as a seasoning for boiled eggs, 
stood on end on toast, may be exceed- 
ingly palatable.

Boiled eggs are more tough often 
than many realize, but they have real- 
ized that these tough things have had 
little flavor, so they have asked for 
“soft boiled eggs.” An egg can be soft 
boiled and not be what the French call 
egg “mollet.” The method of cooking 
them may be such that the white part 
will not be as digestible as that of an 
egg cooked longer in water, and firm 
through to the center of the yolk.

In fancy egg cookery the boiled egg 
lends itself ty: many manipulations.

The dish pictured, which is an 
adaptation of that favorite method of 
serving boiled eggs in a sauce, consists 
of boiled eggs on toast stood up Colum- 
bus wise. Either hard boiled—mislead- 
ing term—or eggs mollet, may be used, 
but the latter are more difficult to 
handle. 

In an egg cookery book, under the 
heading “Hard Eggs,” are included 
such recipes as eggs a l’Aurora, Becha- 
mel, Bernadine, maitre d’hotel, and 
eggs with spinch, chicory, sorrel, etc., 
and the various sauces.

A person curious about foods can 
find a lot to work and make many dis- 
coveries by working with eggs. One 
would be when this “ peculiar fact” is 
true and when not. | 

In mastering the rudiments of the 
cooking of albumen, Mr. Williams’ in- 
vites us to experiment with the cook: 
ing of the breakfast egg. “ The non- 
professional student,” he says, “ may 
do this at the breakfast fireside. The 
apparatus required is a saucepan large 
enough for boiling a pint of water—the 
material two eggs. 

“Cook one in the orthodox manner 
by keeping it in boiling water three 
and a half minutes. Then place the 
other in ghis same boiling water; but, 
instead of keeping the saucepan over 
the fire, place it on the hearth and 
leave it there, with the egg in it, about 
ten minutes or more. A comparison 
of results will show that the egg that 
has been cooked at a temperature of 
more than 30 degrees below the boiling 
point of water is tender and delicate, 
evenly so throughout, no part being 
hard while another part is semi-raw 
and slimy. I said ‘ten minutes or 
more,’ because when thus cooked, a 
prolonged exposure to the hot water 
does no mischief; if the temperature of 
160 degrees is not exceeded, it may re- 
main twice as long without hardening.” 

The different experiments Mr. Wil- 
Hams made are, or ought to be, won- 
derfully interesting to anybody who is 
getting his eyes open on this subject 
of how to treat foods so as to get every 
atom of gervice from them. In a sort 
of improvised fireless cooker he cooked 
an egg all night, putting it in boiling 
water, which was lowered to 95 de- 
grees in the morning. He says: “The 
yolk of the egg was hard, but the 
white only just solidified and was much 
softer than the yolk.” He considered 
this white delicately tender, but the 
yolk too hard. Most people could not 
conceive of an egg with a tender and 
really soft white and a yolk too hard. 

‘No other article of food, it has been 
said, offers so much scope for the in- 
ventive genius of the thoughtful cook 
as the egg. Today we may enlarge this 
Statement and say no other article of 
food offers a better study than does 
the egg, to the one who is eager to 
learn to cook for the greater service 
of man that class of foods called pro- 
teins—the building foods and the mend- 
ers. 


It has been said that without the 
aid of eggs the artistic cook would 
have to abandon his profession in de- 
spair. But all this artistic cookery of 
eggs is worse than building our houses 
on the sand if what we cook cannot 
be built into bone of our bone and 
marrow of our marrow. . 

Foods are not for the wear and tear 
of the human body. A truly boiled egg 
does mainly that, wear and teat, even 
though it is but the white that has 
been rendered tough and indigestible. 
The great lesson that people are be- 
ginning to get an inkling of is that 
food is as truly wasted when it cannot 
be digested as when it is thrown into 
the garbage pail which it cannot hurt. 
It does hurt a man, lowering his re- 
sistance in sibtle ways so that though 
he may say he is “wonderfully well,”

That is not true. The warriings were 
not recognized as such.

Chocolate Sauce.

After again lightly rolling or tamp- 
ing to imbed the seed firmly in the 
ground, the sown area, particatarly 
the portions exposed to trespass, 
trampling. or damage by dogs and 
cats, must be covered with light brush- 
wood or otherwise protected. 

If no rain occurs within ten days 
from sowing, the ground should be 
lightly sprinkled between 10 a. m. an‘ 
2 p. m.- When the grass is an inch 
high, select a dry day to roll or 
tamp it once more (heavily this time) 
to make the ground firm and even 
and to promote deeper rooting. 


When the grass is 3 inches high} 


it should be cut to 1% inches. Subse- 
quent cuttings must be governed solely 
by the length of the'grass—when 2% 
to 8 inches high and the grass is not 
must be cut to 1% inches, not 
less. The first two clippings may be 
left on the ground as a soil mulch. 
After that, a grass catcher on the 
mower is desirable as raking is too 
severe on _the plants the first year, 
when not yet well rooted. 
Sprinkling must be more freq t 
on the porous, sandy soils than 
the more retentive, heavy soils. In 
cool or windy, dry spring weather, 
young grass should be sprinkled every 
seven days, during the warmer part 
of the day; in warm, dry weather, 
every five days. In summer it is 
necessary to sprinkle thoroughly, after 
sundown, every third day in droughts 
exceeding five days duration. On 


‘sandy soils these periods should be 


reduced. 
The proper time to sow a lawn is 
between April: 15 and May 5, and 
between Aug. 15 and Sept. 15. “ Pro- 
crastination is the thief of time.”

It is probable that between 1915 
and 1918 the birth rate still further de- 
clined and the death rate rose, 

In England and Wales the birth rate 
in the last quarter of 1915 was 19.5, the 
lowest on record. Mallet calculated that 
.the birth rate had fallen 12 per cent in 
England and Wales by 1916. 

There are reports of a birth rate in 
France of 8.5 per 1,000 in the later years 
of the war. The reports from Germany 
and Austria are to the effect that the 
birth rate was lower than the death rate 
in the later years of the war. ? 


_ Contrary to the general fear, the war 
has not caused an increase in the num- 
ber of illegitimate births. In England 
the registrar general reports that there 
has been no perceptible tnorease in the 
number of illegitimate births. We re 
call that in the early days of the war 
citizens of Great Britain organized a na- 
tional society to care for war babies,

Detroit, Mich., Aprfl 10.—[{Editor of 
The Tribune.}]—The mayor’s proposal to 
buy the’ Detroit car lines gets only 46 
per cent of the 125,000 votes at Monday’s 
election, needing 60 per cent to carry.

' Sufficient numbers for infantry and cavalry formations had already come for- 

ward, he said, and in a few weeks the fighting could be started. , He urged that 

the bulk of these troops should be sent into Transylvania at any price. There 
they were to join hands with the local Magyar population and the Socialists. 

By means of guerrilla fighting it was hoped that the small 

left behind by Roumanfa conld be easily annihilated, 

Laszlo Fenyes also informed the Hungarian ministers that on the previous 
day, Dec. 24, the Hungarian Socialists in Transylvania had decided to scatter 
from thirty to forty agitators throughout that province and Banat for the pur- 
pose of instigating one nationality against another.

The old contention that stirred Coquelin and Henry Irv- 
ing does not interest her as much ag does Duse. We have 
discussed the Coquelin-Irvin, crux: should an actor leave 
nothing to chance or should he improvise on the spur 
of high emotions?—that is what the question comes to. 
Miss Garden denied her adherence either to Coquelin or 
Irving.

She is eminently cerebral. And yet her chief appeal is 
to the imagination.

Despite long residence 
in her beloved Paris enough American has rubbed 
off on her, and the resilient, overflowing, and proud spirit 
that informs her art and character are American or noth- 
ing. Race counts. Can amy good come out our Nazareth 
of art? The answer J¢ inevitable: Yes, Mary Garden has. 
She is Our Mary. lLyrteally, dramatically ours, yet an 
orchid. Dear old Flaubert foreibly objected to Sarah Bern- 
hardt being called “a social expression.” But she was, and 
this despite her Dutch ancestry amd the exotic strains in 
her blood. Miss Garden may not weigh her American side, 
but it is the very skeleton of her artistic organism. 

Would that an Aubrey Beardsley lived to note in evan- 
escent traceries her potent personality, a rare something 
that arouses the emotion of recognition, but which we can- 
not define. “Come,” said Berlioz to Legouvé in the early . 
years of the third decade of the last century. “I am go- 
ing to let you see something which you have never seen, 
and some one whom you shall never forget.” Berlioz meant 
the playing and personality of Frédéric Chopin. Garden 
is leagues asunder from Chopin—who was the rarest ap- 
parition of his age; but as an interpretative artist she is — 
rare enough for sympathetic writers to embalm in the — 
amber of their pagan prose; definitely to pin to their pages 
this gorgeous dragon-fly.

OME years ago in Paris I saw and heard the Garden 
Traviata. The singing was superlative; she then 
boasted a coloratura style that would surprise those 
who only know her now. It was, however, the conception 
and acting that intrigued me.

The death scene was of unu: ual poignancy; evidently the 
young American had been spying upon Bernhardt and 
Duse. This episode adumbr.ted the marvelous death of 
Mélisande, the most touching that I can recall in #ither 
the lyric ‘or dramatic theater. 
It is a pity that she cannot find sterner stuff than Mas- 
senet, Leroux, Fevrier, and the rest of that puff-paste, 
decorative school..

Debussy is a master; but. there 
must be newer men who view Mary Garden as the ideal 
exponent of their music. Meanwhile she has discovered a 
réle in which she would pique the curiosity of the most 
uncritical mossbacks. She has added Isolde to her long list. 
Mary Garden and Isolde! Incredible! I have heard what 
I have heard, seen what I have seen. Nevertheless, an 
interesting experiment this if she can be persuaded to voice ~ 
the sorrows of the Irish princess. It would be no longer 
Wagner. It would guffer a rich seachange. Wagner 
muted, perhaps Wagner undone; certainly unsung if we 
remember glorious Olive Fremstad.

HE inner circles of the theater grow curious as to the effect of prohibition 
upon the stage, Gin, they say, ig an essential in the drama; a serious 
play without crimes and misdemeanors would be a drowsy vacuum unless 
written by an artist, and artists are not frequently to be found writing 
serioug plays. Since liquor is evil'’s chief executive, what, they ask, wil) 
happen when liquor becomes obsolete? Will men and women be so good that 
they are no longer interesting? If drink is the principal stimulant which 
inspires men and women to festoon Sinai's drab tablets witn the vivid ribands 
ef iniquity will its absence result in nothing but probity and the numb and 
heavy comforts of the hearthstone? Ie sobriety synonymous with a dramatic 
life in which there shall be neither embezzlements, nor infidelities, assassing- 
tiens, intrigue, arson, and forgeries? Ig it to be a placid dog-trot, selfish and 
individual, along a tranquil highway, none of us interested in the others? 
~o~ 

All of these troubled gpeculations are the specious product of alcoholie 
theatrica) capitals. Drink, the statistical authorities declare, reaches in New 


‘York and Chicago its perihelion. Aleohol to the metropolis is as necessary 


as legs to the Follies, or hips to Billy Watson's Beef Trust. The dramatists, 
inhaling the vinous atmosphere of Longacre Square, are pérmeated with its 
prevalence; the actors breathe it in their several clubs. The audience, 
composed of visiting celebrants from the provifices, is usually as lit as @ 
chewing gum ad, and eo they all combine to think that rum ts a ruling spirit 
of the stage. 


Despite that superstition, what villains are there, for instance, tn the 
theater of the Union Loop who may blame their misbehavior upon unruly 
stimulante? Not a drink is taken in “ Seandal,” the naughtiest of the plays, 
though a glass of champagne is offered to and declined by the ingenious 
demt-vierge who is its heroine. In “ Business Before Pleasure” the wicked 
banker is, so far as we know, a total abstajner, though dishonest, and all 
of the characters are similarly abstemious. In Miss Ruth Chatterton’

They 
still have the somewhat Important item 
of a ciassical repertoire to master-—but 
that, to them, will prove a mere de- 
tall, 

John could play Hamlet tomorrow 
and set the town by the ears, and 
Lionel—well, Lionel could do any of 
the comedy parts, from Falstaff up and 
éown, and might eonceivab!y roar you 
a Macbeth that would prove highly 
satisfactory. He, however, has a blus- 
tering gentleness, a touch of humor, 
and 4 persuasive sympathy that threat- 
en to prove rather a handicap in trag- 
edy, so it were not wise to prophesy 
his future just yet awhile. 

Last week the Barrymores appeared 
in “The Jest,” which is a medieval 
tragedy fringed with romance, writ- 
ten by a young Italian named Sem He- 
nelli, who is still in the uniform of his 
country. Together the boys were en- 
thusiastically acclaimed by a great 
crowd of their local admirers, and since 
their first performance there have been 
no seats and little standing rdom on 
sale at the Plymouth theater, 

As they make their entrances in the 


|opening act of “ The Jest’ Jack comes 


first. The setting is high and shal- 
low, the interior of a towering dining 
hall in Flerence in the day of Lorenzo 
the Magnificent. The entrance is from 
a loggia at back through heavy wooden 
doors at the head of a short flight of 
steps. In the hall one Tornaquinci ia 
expecting guests for dinner—among 
them Gianetto Malespini, a young 
painter, and Neri Chiarmantesi, a 
brutish but popular captain of the mer- 
cenaries. 

The dinner itself has been planned 
by Gianetto, who now arrives and 
stands poised at back in the wide flung 
doors while the welcoming applause 
breaks around him-—a slim figure en- 
veloped in a great white cloak, his face 
white and thin, his hair a flaming cop- 
‘per. As he descends the steps leading 
from the loggia to the dining room he 
thro the cloak aside and stands re- 
ventodtte grass green tights waist high, 
a striking color combination, with his 
pasty face and red hair, against the 
gray | 

He is a suffering lad, this Gianetto, 
ae the story now develops—a. frail 
youth who for years has been 4 victim 
of certain tormentors among the mer- 
cenaries, and of the expected Neri in 
particular. They have cuffed him and 
beaten him and taunted him upon his 
womanish ways. They have spat upon 
him and called him out of his name, 
and the night before, in drunken ca- 
rousal, they had tattooed certain sym- 
bols on his person with the points of 
their daggers and then thrown him 
into the river. 

Why then, tn the name of God, de- 
mands the horrified host, should he, 
Gianetto, purpose to dine with them 
this day? 'Why should he meet this 
beast of a captain who is his most 
hated enemy? 

Because he has a plan. For the first 
timé in all his unhappy life he has felt 
the stirrings of courage in his pigeon 
breast, and the thought of a revenge so 
artfully contrived as to seem no more 
than the working out of a jest h, sweet

with brawn, for he is weak; but he can 
fight them with wit, for he is keener 
of wit than they. And by his wit he 
will conquer them. 


Then comes Lionel as the brutish 
Neri. Again the heavy doors swing 
outward and he stands on the stairs 
above, also posed for the reception of 
both his host and hig audience. He, 
too, is a pieturesque figure, a shock of 


._Seraggly black hair falling about a 


dark skinned, half leering. half smiling 
face; his muscled legs and arms bare 
save for thetr coating of walnut stain 
and the sandals upon his feet; a royster- 
ing Othello in Nquor, with his left arm 
slipped through that of a bulky brother 
officer, end his right encirciing the 
waist of his favorite mistress; a happily 
at any man's table, 
whether he be friend or enemy. 

From this point forward the action 
develops rapidly. Plying the boastful 
Neriy with liquor, pretending to be his 
most devoted admirer despite the hu- 
mililating wrongs he has don: him, 
Gianetto finally dares the mighty cap- 
tain to enter a certain public house 
and tweak the nose of a certain cob- 
noxious citizen. In that public house 
there is gathered a company of guards 
ready to pounce upon the intruder, but 
Neri does not suspect that nor care if 
he does suspect. : : 


Trussed up in armor that Gianetto 
craftily buckles upon him and bran- 
dishing the long sword they put in his 
hands Neri rushes forth to slay and 
conquer all who try to oppose him—and 
quickly lands in Lorenzo's dungeon 
bound and manacled as one insane, 
while Gilanetto returns to comfort the 
mistress, Ginevra, who once had been 
his affilanced bride. 


In the dungeon the gloating painter 
has his enemy chained to a pillar and 
taunts him with his defeat, suggesting 
that while he, the mighty Neri, is bound 
and helpless, others more lucky are en- 
joying the hospitality of the beautiful 
Ginerva. By feigning a helpless im- 
becility Neri contrives to effect his 
release, and rushes to his mistress’ 
house to be revenged upon the pzinter 
whom he believes to have supplanted 
him in the affections of that lady. But 
the man he finds and slays there in her 
darkened chamber proves to be his own 
brother. Thus is the painter revenged. 
Yet he finds revenge bitter rather than 
sweet, for now his enemy is mad in 
fact and goes mumbling inte the 
streets, while )}e, the unhappy con- 
queror, falls to his knees to pray for 
the redemption of his own accursed 
soul, 

In the acting of this tale of lust and 
bleod and horror both the Barrymiores 
justify the faith of their admirers. John 
is a finely sensitive Gianetto, a tor- 
tured soul encased in a weakling body. 
Lionel, in contrast, is the masterfu! 
Neri in bulk and brawn, yet a good 
natured brute through all his devil- 
tries and rather the favored one of 
the two in the interest of the audience, 
such is the compelling lure of his 
genial good nature. 

The cast includes Arthur Forrest, 
Maud Hanaford, and Gilda Veresi, and 
the setting, by Robert Edmund Jones, 
all but out-Urbans Urban in its beauty 
and atmospheric suggestiveness.

There are several other prints by 
this artist.

A number of artists are repre 
sented in this exhibit and it is dim- 
cult to choose between them, fust as 
it was difficult some timé ago to maké

Certain of the block prints aia more 
or less demand my attention, and got. 
it, at least to the extent of forcing me 
to mark in my catalogue some such 
notation as “lovely,” “good,” “ beau- 
tiful,” “nice,” “strong,” etc. 


I Know it does not lend to interest- 
ing reading to skim abruptly over the 
_ high points of any exhibit, but occa- 
sionally when a number of subjects 
are to be considered it is, or should 
be, excusable. Taking the premises 
for granted, that this is one of the ex- 
qusable occasions, I will just barely 
mention the names which did impress 
me at the time I saw these prints. 

“The Loma” and “Ceremonial Cave” 
by Gustave Baumann are two of the 
richest in color of his intensely richly 
colored and impressive groups of 
scenes in the southwest. 

“ Boy and Cat,” “ Convalescent,” and 
“Boy and Goose” by Eliza D. Gard- 
iner are excellent pictures of realistic 
children. 

“Homeward Trail” and “Mulé and 
the Sycamore” are two blocks from 
several by Edna Botes Hopkins that 
Mark her knowledge of the nature of 
mules. They are good. 

Helen Hyde, whom 6né remémbers 
for her interest in things’ Chinese and 
Japanese, has two délightfdl sketchés, 
“The Chase” and “My Neighbors.” 

Bertha Lum has also invoked thé 
spirit of the little yellow peoplé; and 
it has been good to her. Her prints 
are charming. Perhaps thé most &t- 
tractive are “ Tanabata,” “ Wind and 
Rain,” and “ Land of the Blue Bird.” 

“The Long Beach” and “ Cocoanut 
Palms” by Ambrose Patterson are 
filled with warm, luscious color that 
makes them more than lovely. 


“Undoubtedly the most important 
feature in the matter of art this week 
Was the opening on Thursday of the 
thirty-second annual Chicago architec- 
tural-exhibition in thé galleries of the 
Art institute. And though architéc. 
ture may seem to most of us, on thé 
surface, to be a dull affair, yet in this 
case it is far otherwise. There are 
shown plans, photographs, sketches, 
pen and ink drawings, and paintings 
by men who are at the head of théir 
profession. 

Those who are interested in the future 
of the boulevard link may enjoy the 
drawings of the North Michigan ave- 
mue development project. They are 
worth consideration, and evén an un- 
qualified need of admiration, though 


must admit that too much con-!/ 


Sideration detracts seriously from the 
‘amount of admiration the average 
citizen, passing through the already 
widened avenue across the river, is 
apt to expend over its barren béauty 
- of greater spacee. So far that is the 
only redeeming feature of the amount 
of money spent and thé amount of 
destruction accomplished. One hopes 
that. some of the désigned projécts 
may see the light of Chicago’s smoky 
days before the most of us shall have 
passed on. 

_ The drawings of the Evanston beau- 
tiful plan and for the remodeling of 
of the north suburbs are of in- 
terest. The Winnetka plan, showing 
the depression of the tracks, is good, 
the Lake Forést plan i# of itm- 
portance.

The state has approximately 
$85,000,000 in sight to spend on roads, 
and could spend it all in the next two 
years were it advisable anc physically 
possible to do so. Of this, $60,000,000 
ig provided in the bond issue and the 
rest in federal funds and special state 
appropriations made to secure them, 


can’t do it all In two years, of 
course,” says William G. Edens, pres!- 
dent of the Illinois Highway Improve- 
ment association, “but I do believe 
we'll have the 4,800 mile state road 
system paved in five years. The start 
this year has been somewhat delayed, 
as every one knew it would be, but we 
ought to bufld a good deal more than 
1,000 miles of road every year after 
this. We have the money to do it all 
now, even at the prevailing high 
prices.” 

Bids on substantial sections of two 
of the so-called federal aid roads—the 
LAncoln highway west to Iowa and the 
Dixie highway south to Danville—will 
be opened at Springfield this week, 
and the actual beginning of road work 
depends on the prices revealed in these 
bids, If the state authorities find 
them “reasonable,” contracts will be 
let at once.

The program now is to pave the five 
federal aid roads first. These, when 
. eompleted, will connect Chicago with 
the Iowa state line, the Wisconsin 
state line (by a new route), and with

Then state roads will be built link- 
ing the principal Illinois cities and 
towns with the federal group of high- 
ways.

The “ Pershing highway,” a proposed | 
transcontinenta!] route from New York 
to San Francisco, was organized last 


week at a meeting in Lincoln, Neo. Proves Oneida

The road, es laid out by the organ- 
igers’ maps, passes through Washing- 
ton, Springfield, Ill., Laclede, Mo., St. 
Joseph, Lincoln, and Cheyenne, Wyo.— 
all of which places have figured im- 
portantly, at one time or another, in 
Gen. Pershing’s career. Mostly, the 
route is a composite of established 
trails, following the Lincoln highway 
from San Francisco to Grand Island, 
Neb., and sections of other roads from 
central Nebraska to New York. 

This is the third Pershing highway: 
project launched in recent months. A 
north and south “ Pershing way” was 
organized in December in Minnesota, 
and the Pike’s Peak Ocean to Ocean 
highway has adopted as an official sub- 
title “ The Pershing Transport route.” 


New Non-Stop Marks Set. 
Past records for seven day non- 
stop runs with gears sealed in “ high” 
went by the boards in two remarkable 
recent tests, the results of which were 
reported last week. A Maxwell in Los 
Angeles, operated through the thickly 
congested streets of the city, part of 
the time in the worst storm of the sea- 
son, covered a total of 4,241 miles. An 
Overland, driven over dirt roads and 
rough bowlder stretches around Okla- 
homa City, covered 4,370.1 miles. The 
totals in each case are nearly 200 miles 
greater than that of the best previous 
record, which has stood since 1916. 
The performances, of course, were not 
competitive and are not comparable 
except in a general way, because of 
the varying conditions under which. 
they weer staged. 


Canadian Ban Lifted. 


Restrictions on the tmportation of 
cars into Canada are lifted. It will be 
remembered the Canadian government 
during the war decreed no car should 
be imported into Canada that cost more 
than $1,250. Later it was permissible 
to bring in a car costing more than 
this, but only under a special license 
granted by the government. An order 
was issued recently lifting this restric- 
tion.
